Cancel claim 52; 

Replace claims 27, 28 and 45 with the following, respectively: 

27. (Currently Amended) A portable video game cockpit according to claim 23, further 
comprising a controller member attached to the second cross member platform , the controller 
member further comprising the controller platform, wherein the controller platform is adjustable 
with the controller member according to 3 degrees of freedom. 

28. (Currently Amended) A portable video game cockpit according to claim 23 wherein 
the first and second upper members monitor stand comprise a plurality of mounting pads for 
supporting a video game monitor. 



45. (Currently Amended) A portable video game cockpit according to claim 23 wherein 
the controller platform includes is adapted to receive a steering wheel platform .

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts fail to show 
the combination of features as specifically claimed in the pending claims. The prior art does not 
disclose nor teaches a third and fourth angled members extending in the direction toward the 
chair, the collapsed position having a vertical height of no more than twelve inches and having a 
controller platform, a monitor stand and a pedal platform coupled to the portable video cockpit. 
The prior art Brasseal teaches a sand rail vehicle having a roll cage of similar structure, Brasseal 
does not teach of having a collapsible structure having a vertical height of no more than twelve 
inches, controller, monitor, and a pedal platform coupled to the video cockpit. Masaya teaches of 
a simulated cockpit for playing video games, Masaya does not teach of having side members, 
nose and chair cross members, upper members and angled members extending toward the chair 
and structure collapsible to under 12 inches. Karschitz teaches of a collapsible chair and a desk, 
Karschitz does not teach of removable chair, angled members extending in direction toward the 
chair and collapsed position having a vertical height of no more than twelve inches, controller, 
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monitor and a pedal mount. Dragusin teaches of an integrated video gaming and computer 
workstation, Dragusin does not teach of having side members, nose and chair cross members, 
upper members and angled members extending toward the chair and structure collapsible to 
under 12 inches. There is not teaching or suggestion in the prior art of records that would lead 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify these inventions to present the combination of features 
as specifically claimed.
